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The Freshet!-—We had a creat fall of rain on 
Saturday last. which raised (ie water in many of 
the streams above their banks. In Otsego aud 
Schoharrie the rain was most severe, and much 
damage was sustained by the destruction of mill. 
dams and of ¢voos om the intervales. ‘Lhe bLiud-

son was filled to the top of its bauks. 

The waters had hardly began to subside in the 
lesser streaiis, and had not ceased rising in the 
Hudson, when, at eight o'clock on Monday eve- 
ning, it commenced raining again. and continued 
with great violence and very hitle intermission, 
for 16 hours. The effeef was. that all the flats 
and islands upon the Hudson, the Mobawk, and 
their tributary streams, were completely inanda- 
ted. The luxuriant crops of grain, crass Xe, 
which were upon these fertile lands, have either 
been greatly injured or utterly destroved —The 
rye had been principally harvested : but immense 
quantities of wheat. crass, flax, oats, &c. were 
ruined by this afflicting Providence. The dam 
age is incalculable. ‘Those who know the extent 
of the intervales upon the Hudson, the Mo- 
hawk, Schoharrie Kill, Battenkill, Hoosick river, 
&c. may form an imperfect idea of the wide 
spread devastation. One farmer in Montgomery, 
we are told, had 100 acres of the finest wheat 
completely ruined. The Mohawk river is said to 
have been higher than at any time during the last 
eight years. ‘ihe Hudson was not so high by 3 
feet asin 1814. though the water came into the 
lower stories of all the buildings in Quay-street, 
and into most of the cellars in South Market- 
Street. Several industrious citizens, who have 
spent the season in cultivating vardens upon the 
islands Opposite and below this city, have suffer- 
ed severciv, for they have lost nearly their all. 
We have as yet Jearnt very few particnlars from 
the country. The water began to fall at 4 o’clock 
on We tnesday aiternoon, and last evening was

This Society shal! be conmposed of the Presbytenan, Refonn- 
éd Dutch, and :Assotiate Reformed Churciies. and all others who may 
choose to fein thems and shall be known by the name of “ The United 
Foreign Missiimary Soctety.” 

Article 2. The shjévt of the Society shall be to spread the Gospel ae

* America, and in other portions’ of the heathen and anit-christian world. 

Article %. The business of the Society shall be ¢onducted by a Board 
éonsisting of a President, six Yice-Presdents, a corresponding Secretary, 
4 Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, and twelve Managers, to he annually’ 
chosen by the ‘society. They shall havs powert¢ enact their otyn hy-laws. 
Seven shal! soustifute a querum. 

Articie 4. The Board shafl present their annual report to the highest 
judicatéries of the three denomimations, for their information. 

Article 5. Any person paying three dollars anmually, or thirty dollars 
at one time, shell be a mémber of the Soerety. 

Article 6. The anrtival meeting of the Society shall be held in the city 
of New-York, of the 

Article 7. NHissionaries shall be selected from the three churches indis- 
criminately. | 

Article 8. ‘This Constitution may be altered by a vote of two thirds of 

fhe members present at am annual meeting, with the consentof the highest 
qudicatories of the three denominations. , 
_ For the purpose of carrying this plan into operation, the following per- 
gons Were appointed by a joint Comnnittee by their respective judicate- 
riés, viz. the Rey. Dr. John B. Romeyn and Mr. Zechariah Lewis, by the 
General Assembly of the Presbytérian Church; the Rev. Dr. Philip Mil- 
ledoler and Genteral Stephen Van Renssélaer, by the Genesal Synod ot 
the Reformed Dutch Church; and the Rey.

In proportion as 
the cause of education advances, and prepares the mind for religious in- 
siruction, we may hope to see the Day-Star arising in the hearts of the 
benighted, children of men, and giving them a true know/e.ge of salva- 
tion by Jesus Christ. The Methodist Missionaries meet with no outward 
opposition; and the people flock to hearthem preach. ‘There appears to 
be a considerable anxiety in the natives for instruction, and many wish to 
have the Bible.

BIBLES FOR SEAMEN, 


To the Editor of the Evangelical Masazine. 


Sir,—In your valuable Mazazine, some months back, I was rev iced te 
find a plan proposed for distributing the word of Gad among the seamen 
in the Merchant’s service, Iwish it God-speed! I have been brought up 
to the sea ; and, in the oourse of forty years, have experienced many won- 
derful deliverances ; but in every difficulty I always found my Bible that 
which enabled me to trust in him whom winds and seas obey. Inevery 
storm [sought direction from it, and never was disappointed: it is the sea- 
men’s true guide. I therefore endeavored to impress its value on the 
minds of my children, that they might continue to seek directions from it, 
as 1 had done. 

In 1814, my son sailed fram London fer Canada. When he got as far 
aa the Banks of Newfoundland, the ship sprung aleak. ‘The wind being 
contrary, they bore up, to ply the pumps the better. Being in a small 
vessel, they could relieve but one at a time; which they contirued to do 
Yor six days and nights. In this period they broke up and hove overboard 
a great part of the cargo; yet the water gained to four feet. At eight in 
tne evening of the sixth day, it being my son’s turn to be relieved, he, 
with his passengers, went down to wrestle with God in prayer, which, 
with reading the Scriptures, was their usual evening’s employ. Before 
the time expired ‘hat he was to return ta the pump, they were condoling 
with each other, and had given over all hopes that they would be able to 
keep the ship through the night, As they were standing, one on each side 
the table on which the Bible was laid, he opened the precious book, and the 
first passage that met his eye was Acts xxvii, 22. ‘* Now I exhort you 
to be of good cheer, for there shall be no loss of any man’s life amongst 
you, but the ship.” They encouraged each other with these words. «nd re- 
turned to the pump ; and thonvh before, he says, their arms were :eady te 

fa!l from their sockets, their tears now fled, their strength was renewed, 
and they believed that the Lord would deliver them. 

In the course of the night the wind fell, andthe weather became fine.-« 
When day appeared, the man at the helm called out “A sail !”—and ta 
their great joy the vessel was stcering direct for them. They laid to, (aa 
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itistermed.) took to their boats, and had but just time to save themselves 
and clothes ; for a few } ours after they had got on board the other ship, 
they sew their own go down. ‘This is an instance of the value of the Bi. 
SS , hough I am no advocate for cutting, as some have done, to fir nd a 
promise to our case : but had they not possessed the Bible, and made it 
‘the man of their counsel,” they could not have taken the encourage- 
ment from it. 

In this case, it not only strengthened their faith, but imparted, as it ap- 
peared, bodily strength also. 1 rejoice, th erefore, at the proposal. May 
the Lord make it effectual to the turning some from their vain courses ! 
For a seaman to go without a Bible, he may as wel! go without a chart; 
but taking it for his guide, he need not fear, for in the greatest extre: mity 
he will find in it a ceurse laid down, that will in the end direct him in 
safety to the Haven of Eternal rest. It is my sincere desire and prayer 
that every brother sailor may avail himself of this most valuable direc- 
tion, and abide by itstruths. Had 1a voiceto reach them all I would 
Bay, “ Tempt not the faithless ocean without this precious guide ;’ ;” and to 
the owners I would say, “ Rather attempt to send your ship without a 
rudder than her crew without a Bible.” A Sau
